A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Identification of prior art discussed: 

Examiners reported current breadth and terms used in the base claims (1 and 9) were potentially met by the previously 
applied art, since the terms used were common in the network management arts, and the functionality of the claimed 
invention was unclear when exmained in light of the specification. Examiners and Applicant clarified the use of various 
terms in the claims for future interpretation of the claimed invention. Among these were "network event" and "web 
event" which were agreed to mean the detected presence of digital information, that is, information which becomes 
available on the network constitutes an 'event 1 . This is totally distinct from network management, which typically used 
"events" to describe network (element) state(s), for example, as disclosed by Lauer. The "user-defined configuration" 
was determined by both parties to relate to user profile(s) in order to filter information, such as web pages, news 
stories, etc., according to the content of the user input profile information. This functionality was reported by Applicant 
to be performed by the "engine module", as claimed. That is, the engine module actually performs the filtering of 
information which generate the above described "events" and effect delivery (or not) to end users according to their 
respective profile (user-defined configuration). Lastly, the term "protocol" was suggested by the Examiners to be 
completely removed from the claim language, so that the term(s) "language" and/or "format" may be used, instead, to 
more properly discern the claimed invention from typical gateway protocol conversion (as notoriously known in the art), 
and to ensure future claimed invnetions deal with the potential conversion of information formatting (typically for 
rendering) for interpreting received information at end-user devices, rather than transmission formats. The applied art 
was also discussed. Lauer was determined to relate to another field of networking inventions, i.e., network 
management. Schwartz disclosed conversion of information content, but failed to disclose filtering of information on 
the network by comparison to user profiles. Examiners reported significant shift in claim scope according to this new 
claim language interpretation. Subsequent to the next Applicant response (response to Paper #13), Examiners agreed 
to provide another non-final action in order to apply art which better relates to the claimed invention. Patentability 
determinations will be made in response to Applicant amendment.
